The deadline has already 
passed to submit multi-frame exhibits, but single frame exhibits (including “free style” exhibits with no exhibit 


rules, and club exhibits can be submitted until August 22. To submit an exhibit, scan the pages in .jpeg format 
at 300 to 600 DPI and email the pages in the order that they should be displayed to SEAPEX.show@gmail.com
